business we had served for years and weathered the 
storm. We didn't plan for this, exactly, but we planned for 
something, and something has happened.

It's just going to 
be a little late this year, and we're well prepared for the 
setback that has arrived. We're used to it.

Tri-Town Courses Await Tee Time from Governor

Part of the problem the sporting world faces 
with the novel coronavirus outbreak is the same one all 
businesses face: the unknown. It makes planning a return 
nearly impossible for some of the major professional 
leagues. Ever since the National Basketball Association 
and National Hockey League went on hiatus, there's been 
no sign of traction with regard to a return. Major League 
Baseball has tried to establish dates but to no avail. 

The one major American sports organization that 
has established any sort of direction right now is the PGA 
Tour, which is set to hold events in June. The nature of the 
game allows for participants to keep their distance from 
one another, though fans will not be allowed to attend. 

Some states, including New England neighbors 
Connecticut and Rhode Island, have allowed golf courses 
to remain open throughout the non-essential business 
closures. Massachusetts, however, is not among those 
places. 

Initially, clubs in the Tri-Town area lobbied to stay 
open. Towns didn't budge, electing to follow along with 
Governor Charlie Baker's stay-at-home advisory. 

"There seemed to be some uncertainty if the town 
could provide authority to, essentially, supersede the

governor's mandate," Bay Club General Manager Greg 
Yeomans said. "And when we realized that (overriding 
the state) was not the case — we opened for one day upon 
the town of Mattapoisett's approval, and then we shut 
down immediately when we realized that the governor's 
mandate stood as the message that all clubs needed to 
do." 

Marion Golf Club was in a similar position. 

"We've had people coming out here back and 
forth," Marion Golf Club clubhouse employee Will Daly 
said. "We've had to, unfortunately, tell them they can't be 
playing golf right now." 

Reservation Golf Club, however, remained open 
for a time. There was blowback from the outside, but 
that wasn't what led to Reservation halting action on 
the course. The governor's decision to shut down golf 
courses, other than maintenance, forced Reservation to 
end play — leading members to express their frustrations. 

As Reservation took this unique path, the 
decision-makers at the club were reassessing everything 
to make sure the club could bounce back from the

stoppage in business. 

"As soon as this began, we have been doing a 
review of our finances," Reservation Golf Club president 
Rich Deprato said. "Our club was fairly healthy. We had a 
pretty robust balance sheet. We had gone to our bank and 
said, 'Hey, we're considering refinancing our mortgage, 
trying to lower our liabilities.' And we were given the 
green light to save some money. That was right at the 
beginning of this, before they even closed the golf course 
down. We were already starting to see the writing on the 
wall — my peers on the board of directors and I. 

"So we pulled that off, we did a pretty robust 
review of our finances and started moving money around 
so that we could tolerate a month or two of closing. The

other thing we did was, once we were officially closed and 
we had very little revenue coming in — we do our dues 
on a quarterly basis, our member dues — so we reached 
out to our mortgage lenders again, and our creditors for 
our lease equipment for the equipment we manage the 
golf course with, and we said, 'Hey, everybody in the golf 
industry is in the same boat. We need a break." 

Reservation got the break it was looking for, 
pushing back all liabilities until August. Now the club 
is in the same position as all others in the Tri-Town area: 
Preparing for the state's green light. 

"We had a pretty significant modification to how 
we were going to handle golf," Yeomans said of The Bay 
Club. "Essentially, eliminating all the touchpoints: ball- 
washers, tees, pencils, scorecards, anything that members 
or even guests would potentially collect before they went 
out. We actually took the flag sticks out of our greens, and 
just put every pin in the center of the green. No carts, stuff 
like that. We had already made some adjustments or key 
time intervals or 15 minutes apart. 

"And there's some other things that people are 
doing or preparing to do. How do you secure or how 
do you police, I guess, the social-distancing guidelines, 
making sure people are congregating in one area? So all 
things that we pretty much took for granted and habits 
that we've always had for a long time are going to change, 
certainly for the immediate future when we do get the 
opportunity to reopen." 

Deprato expects Reservation will keep flagsticks 
out when the club first opens up, and rakes will not be in 
bunkers. 

"We'll probably keep doing the cup-up method, 
which means we just don't push the cup all the way down 
into the hole. It's above grade two to three inches give or 
take," he said. "We're not sure what the rules are going 
to be to have our business open, but let's say that we can 
generate revenue by selling greens fees and copyright 
carts. 

"We're probably going to put up a piece of Lexan 
(plexiglass) in front of our pro-shop cash-register, and 
we'll probably accept greens fees and cart fees there. We 
have already purchased ample supplies of disinfecting

"My friends, people I was hanging out with, they 
were into theater arts. It was making things and then 
performing with them," he said. "I thought of myself as 
pretty shy, never did puppets." 

"Mr. Tom" is Tom Poitras, Lovegrove's friend 
from East Freetown. An experienced musician and 
songwriter anticipating the birth of his first son, Poitras 
approached Lovegrove about sharing ideas for children's 
songs. In 2000, the collaboration became the Toe Jam 
Puppet Band. 

"What I was doing then was my big puppets, 
miracle fish giant puppets. Tom had been doing adult 
music," recalls Lovegrove. "Tom and I started (Toe Jam), 
we were three-piece, then five-piece, and then depending 
on the venue... as many as five or more." One concert at 
the Zeiterion Theater in New Bedford saw 15 performers 
on stage. 

The popularity of the New Bedford-based 
entertainment ensemble typically makes well over 200 
appearances annually including one year with 270 gigs. 
That schedule has obviously come to the same screeching 
halt in synch with the rest of the world. 

"Tom and I do this full time with other stuff... We 
were keeping busy," said Lovegrove. 

He and Poitras had been asked if they might be 
able to continue performing only at outdoor venues, but 
they could barely give the idea consideration before the 
state shut down.

Facebook. 

Unfortunately, the duo hasn't been able to do 
anything together in the literal sense. 

"I guess like everybody else we've been playing 
wait and see," said Lovegrove. "The first idea to do the 
videos was, 'Let's offer the kiddos something, let's stay 
engaged with the community.' But then it quickly became, 
'Let's do something we haven't done before.'"

Lovegrove and Poitras have performed in a 


variety of settings, from large crowds to small gatherings 
to one gig in Somerville for children learning English as a 
second language.

COVID-19 had arrived. 

College and university students may be a 
population that is a bit invisible right now. Yet they 
represent the future, the leaders, the workforce, musicians, 
doctors, and policy-makers. They will one day be the 
decision-makers. How the current global emergency 
shapes their lives will only be known through the lens of 
time. For now, they are showing their mettle in ways that 
may be surprising to themselves and their families. 

The Wanderer spoke to five students to check¬ 
in with them and find out how the current situation is 
impacting their daily lives and their studies. 

We spoke to Danielle Coderre, 24, a first year 
medical school student at the University of Massachusetts

School of Medicine in Worcester. Coderre graduated from 
Fairhaven High in 2014, graduated from the University of 
Rhode Island, and then was accepted to UMass Medical 
School in 2019. 

"Tori" Victoria MacLean, 21, is a third-year 
English Education major at Westfield State University. 
MacLean graduated from Old Rochester Regional High 
School in 2017. 

Emily Newell, 21, is a third-year Humanities 
major, first at Bristol Community College, then 
transferring to the University of Southern Maine, and is a 
2017 graduate of ORR. 

Davis Mathieu, 21, is a third-year Marine 
Engineering major at Massachusetts Maritime Academy 
and a 2017 graduate of ORR. 

Max Wolski, 21, is a third-year Music Education 
major at Berkley School of Music and also a 2017 graduate 
of ORR. 

When asked what the biggest change to her 
studies, Coderre said it was not being able to be in the 
laboratories. "Class lectures are online and also available 
after they are given so that's not so bad," but she added, 
"...any classes that require group problem solving are 
lost." She explained that she participates in anywhere 
from three to six lectures per day as well as printed 
materials, most of which was already accessible online. 
But the issue of isolation for her didn't factor in as much 
as it did for the other students. "My course of study can 
be pretty isolating anyway," Coderre said. "It's my job 
to learn the material... I'm self-directed." But personal 
relationships are important. "I talk to friends on social 
media every day," she said. 

Coderre's medical studies gives her insight to 
which the average person may not have access. With 
all that she has learned about infectious diseases and 
public policy, she now believes the number-one takeaway 
from this emergency is preparedness. "Always plan 
for the worst-case scenario," she said, identifying a 
lack of cohesiveness between public-health agencies as 
problematic and in need of being addressed before future 
global-health issues arise. 

Asked how the students at the medical school are 
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responding to the need for volunteers, Coderre said, "We 
are not required to do anything... but we can volunteer." 
She said that some students were calling senior citizens to 
access their needs, while others were doing more hands- 
on work such as fitting masks. "There are higher-risk 
situations such as aiding the homeless population... we 
all wish we could do more, but it's also important that we 
stay safe." 

Coderre's advice to other students: "Continue to 
tackle the work." She said in her course of study being 
willing to sacrifice is paramount. "I'm willing to give up 
some personal life, but I do keep things in balance," she 
said. 

"It could be worse... it's day-by-day," MacLean 
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said. Her training as a resident advisor came into play 
in a big way during the days her school was shutting its 
doors. "My first thought was for the students," she said. 
As an RA, MacLean's responsibilities run the gambit 
from consoling those who are homesick to fire drills 
and medical emergencies. Understanding the students' 
background and needs is also important to MacLean. 
"Some students didn't have a safe place to go when 
school closed," she said. Others, she found, had nowhere 
to go. There are year-round housing opportunities at 
Westfield, but those evaporated with the shutdown. "I 
was initially very worried and scared, not for myself but 
for some kids," she said. 

MacLean also talked about her own studies. 

"I love learning; that's me." She said that going from 
full speed to nearly a dead-stop has been a difficult 
transition. "It's a shock, not much learning, things feel 
stagnant," she said. "I'd give anything to be in my driest 
class right now." But she pushes on with online classes, 
while admitting that the absence of discourse with 
classmates makes things tough. "You can't bounce ideas 
around." She said that those students who were receiving 
educational accommodations were finding the solely 
online courses difficult. 

As for social media, MacLean said, "I don't know 
what I'd do without it!" Regarding her studies, "I'm 
trying to finish strong." But it's a big adjustment being 
home. "I'm not the same person I was in high school," 
she said, acknowledging a greater perspective. "I'd tell 
(high school) students, 'Be kind to yourself... talk to your 
professors... don't worry about the future right now... 
focus on classes.'" 

Mathieu is finding online classes lacking. "I need 
the labs, the hands-on experience to understand how 
things operate... Watching videos, it's just not the same 
impact - some of my classes are real-world situations. 

I need that as a marine engineer," he said. Not being 
able to be in class working with others troubleshooting 
and understanding complex mechanicals, "... impacts 
how I'm learning," said Mathieu, noting that the school 
may institute some make-up classes once the campus is 
reopened. "It's going to be very difficult to complete a full 
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college load, full Coast Guard load, and make-up labs." 
He said in the spring of his senior year (2021) there are 
Coast Guard exams that he must pass in order to receive 
licensure. Mathieu expressed concern over missing out 
on the Coast Guard practical courses. "We can't do those 
now," he said. 

Mathieu's frustration and concerns haven't 
slowed him down in terms of doing all he can now. "I'd 
tell other students to hold on... 'Don't let this cause you 
to fall behind... study, get good grades and don't get 
complacent.'" 

Newell is finding the transition home to be 
isolating. "I was in a dorm room with two great friends 
and my college best friend was just across the hallway... 

I miss them," said Newell, in her first year of a campus 
life and course load she was enjoying while living on her 
own. 

When the University of Southern Maine closed, 
Newell became frustrated over the mixed message the 
students were receiving. "We didn't know what we were 
supposed to be doing," she said. When they were finally 
told they wouldn't be returning to school after spring 
break, the logistics of moving out of a college dorm 
proved challenging. "All my plastic totes were at home... 
I had to make many trips back and forth filling my car up 
with a year's worth of stuff," she said with a chuckle. 

Once home, Newell was ready for the online 
model of studying, having taken several classes over 


the years that were offered exclusively online. "But it 
is difficult... it's hard to stay focused," she admitted. 
"Having one or two classes online isn't bad, but not all of 
them." Newell said the Zoom meetings were the best and 
offered more interactive opportunities. "Those work really 
well." Other forms of communication are also helping to 
buffer the lack of vis-a-vis exchanges. "We correspond 
via email and discussion board," she said, noting that the 
quality of the exchanges is lacking. "Looking at screens 
for long periods of time is not easy." 

For Newell the feeling of isolation can make 
getting through the days difficult, but it hasn't slowed 
down her desire to finish the year to the best of her 
abilities. "I'd tell others just to keep going, we've made 
it this far, don't stop now." She also shared an analogy 
she learned from her years of National Youth Leadership 
training with the Boy Scouts of America. "You can only 
eat an elephant one bite at a time so just keep going; don't 
give up." 

Wolski said that he is finding the workload and 
time commitment about the same as when he was in 
class at Berkley. "Early in the year plans are laid out," he 
said, so the schedule is holding. But, "... the environment 
is different... home meant time to relax." Now being 
home means remote learning, but for Wolski, this hiatus 
from school also means a loss of performing, a big part 
of his curriculum. Not only have opportunities to intern 
in grade-school settings dried up, but all group venues 
have been canceled or postponed. He said that camps or 
workshops he might have worked during the summer are 
gone. 

But Wolski is another student who isn't letting 
loss frame his thinking as he moves forward. His ability 
to wax philosophically while keeping focused on his 
workload seems to be one way Wolski is coping. "People 
need to understand that this is temporary," he said, 
noting the importance of social distancing and setting 
limits on gatherings. "It's important to fight this thing. 
Younger students will have time to experience the campus 
lifestyle," he said. Wolski also made a statement that 
could just as easily been a hope. "This whole thing, it's 
showing that people can adapt and learn," he said.

Snapping Turtles Lay Eggs in May

From our panoramic picture window on the 
coastline of Sconticut Neck in Fairhaven, we welcomed 
the avian parade of migratory birds along the Atlantic 
Flyway, arriving to begin the nesting egg-laying April 
ritual reproduction. Flowever, the month of May will be 
the month when the reptilian Snapping Turtle will rise up 
from muddy bottoms of brackish river tributaries to trek 
overland to similarly lay eggs. 

First, the female must meet the male on dry land 

to mate and 
fertilize her 
eggs. Flowever, 
Mother Nature 
has already 
bestowed upon 
her a woman's 
j prerogative to 

change her mind. 
If she finds that 
reproductive 
atmospheric or 
environmental 

conditions are not exactly right for her eggs, she is blessed 
with the innate ability to store the male's sperm in her 
reproductive organs until she feels her time is right. 

Case in point, scientific research reports find how 
her eggs incubated at about 65 F degrees produce only 
females, 73 F degrees produce both males and females, 
and 75 F degrees only males. Once she feels comfortable 
in her heart, she must head overland for as far as a mile or 
more, as well as crossing a country road or two, in plain 
sight for onlookers. She may return to the same sandy 
hillside used last year. 

In less than a single day, she may lay as many as 
30 to 40 eggs, as illustrated, and use her tail to bury them 
in sand out of sight from predators. All too often they 
are found and dug up by hungry skunks, raccoons and 
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crows. If her buried treasure trove has been dug up upon 
her return, she somehow knows not to use it again. 

Once she has laid and hidden the eggs, she 
immediately takes off to return to the path she came on, to 
the very waters of her departure. 

Her motherhood is finished, and her hatchlings 
left to fend for themselves. They will, in the fall, emerge 
from their leathery containers using a small egg tooth to 
break the shells. They will be about three-quarters of an 
inch long, with a cute little turtle-like impression and a 
face only a mother could love. 

As their mother departed in one day, they, too, 
will take off as soon as they are free to go, tracing her 
path to head to the nearest direction of the safety of water. 
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Once their shells harden, their chances to live a full life of 
some 10 years improve, but only 10 percent of eggs laid 
grow into maturity. 

Egg-laying production is an ancient reptilian 
ritual, giving them the Latin classification of Chelydra 
serpentina, perhaps named after the evil serpent in the 
garden of Eden, mankind's cross to bear. 

The Snapping Turtle is among the oldest creatures 
on Earth, even before the Mesozoic age of dinosaurs. They 
probably were among the original forms of living things 
that crawled up on land from the primordial soup that 
produced life-like creatures in the ocean. 

If you should come across a Snapper crossing a 
road, please do not waylay or disturb its reproductive 
intention. You will be witness to Mother Nature's ancient 
renewal to ensure an unbroken chain of evolution for 
your own prodigy to read about and environmentally 
appreciate. 

Concerns Loom if Citizens Dip into Free Cash 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar reported 
to the Rochester Board of Selectmen at its April 23, remote 
access meeting that the town's stability fund is at $1.3 
million and that the goal is to get it between $2 million 
and $3 million. 

"We've got to keep working on putting money in 
the rainy-day fund. Marion and Mattapoisett have a lot 
more money in theirs than we do," said Szyndlar, raising 
concern over a citizens' petition to lower the tax rate by 
taking $50,000 from the free cash account. Doing so would 
put $20 into the hands of 2,500 citizens. 

"We're in unprecedented times. This is their right 
to put this to a town meeting. Hopefully, something like 
this doesn't pass," said Szyndlar before asking the Board 
of Selectmen for comments. 

Selectman Woody Hartley said that over the last 
few years Rochester has created stabilization funds that 
are meant to act as a bank if needed. 

Szyndlar clarified that the stabilization fund is 
not a slush fund. It requires a two-thirds vote to put in, a 
majority vote to take out, and requires town meeting, but 
the town can borrow against it in the short term, provided 
the account is paid back during the same fiscal year. 
Short-term borrowing can cost Rochester $5,000 per loan. 

"(The account) helps the town greatly," she said. 
"This is what's going to keep us strong through events 
like what we're having right now." 

The town's Capital Improvement Fund had 
planned to recommend that $200,000 go into that fund 
but, since the COVID-19 crisis, has since recommended 
the matter be revisited in the fall. 

Szyndlar said the same holds true for road 
improvement funds, leaving Rochester with $250,000 in 
free cash to either not use and carry over to FY21 or "see 
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where we are in the fall. There's too many unknowns at 
this time," she said. 

The Board of Selectmen agreed. 

It was suggested that the question regarding the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) maps 
may be more important than anything else on Rochester's 
Town Meeting warrant. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon said that, 
despite the coronavirus pandemic's strain on municipal 
governments, FEMA is not backing off of its deadlines on 
the updating of FEMA maps. Farinon said it has been a 
couple of years since Rochester updated information on 
the Mattapoisett River and its tributaries. 

New maps become effective on July 22. 
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Rochester's Planning Board will review the updates on 
May 26, and Farinon hopes the updates will be on the 
warrant for the June 22 town meeting. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey said that FEMA claims 
it has no regulatory authority to extend the deadlines 
and agrees with Farinon that Rochester needs to "keep 
pushing forward" with the prescribed timeline. 

In her report to the board, Szyndlar said that 
Mark Walter had told the town he may postpone the 
Patriot Half Triathlon, originally scheduled for Saturday, 
June 20. 

The website for Sun Multisport Events, the race 
company owned by Walter, confirmed the postponement 
in a posting dated April 20. Furthermore, Saturday, 
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September 5, is listed as the new date of the event on the 
site. 

The select board approved the new date for 
the race, which starts in Freetown and runs through 
Lakeville, Middleboro, and Rochester before looping 
back. Permits will be reviewed in the board's next 
meeting. 

Rochester is looking at raising building permit 
fees. According to Szyndlar, the town has some of the 
lowest fees among area towns. The board agreed it was 
time to revise. The Building Department has provided 
spreadsheets justifying the proposals that Szyndlar will 
forward to the select board. 

As of April 21, Rochester had eight COVID-19 
cases and no deaths. 

Council on Aging Director Cheryl 
Randall-Mach said the COA is using its website 
(rochestermaseniorcenter.com), Facebook and 
press releases to reach out to the community, but 
would like to post its updates on the town's website 
(townofrochestermass.com), use the town's whiteboard 
and do a reverse-911 call. "People don't want to self- 
identity, we can assure them there is no stigma in getting 
help," she said. 

The COA has stationed hand sanitizer right 
outside its door. The facility remains closed, but Randall- 
Mach said she would like to see it reopen in September. 

Hartley was encouraged after he and Town 
Planner Steve Starred attended an April 22, remote-access 
meeting of the Southeastern Regional Planning and 
Economic Development District (SRPEDD). "I honestly 
think the video meeting is a lot more effective than 
everybody driving up to Taunton," said Hartley. 

The next Board of Selectmen meeting is 
scheduled for Thursday, April 30, at 11:00 am via remote 
access. According to the town's website, the board will 
meet from 11:00 to noon with its regular agenda, setting 
aside a second hour beginning at noon to meet with 
Old Colony Regional Vocational-Technical High School 
representatives. 
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Marion Moving toward June 22 Town Meeting 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The anticipated proposal of a Monday, June 22, 
Town Meeting was among four coronavirus-related items 
that Town Administrator Jay McGrail discussed with the 
Marion Board of Selectmen at its remote access meeting 
on April 28. 

McGrail planned to formalize the plan later this 
week with an eye on presenting formally to the board for 
discussion at its Tuesday, May 5, meeting. The flushing 
out of details involving three large rooms at Sippican 
School and possibly involving Tabor Academy, will still 
leave ample time for the required 20 days public notice. 

Working with Town Facilities Manager Shaun 
Cormier, McGrail is hoping Sippican School's auditorium, 
gymnasium, and cafeteria can function as the three 
primary rooms based on capacity for attendees seated 
seven feet apart. 

"They'll have to enter and exit one at a time like 
they do at the supermarket," McGrail had told the board 
during its April 23 meeting. 

If it comes together, Marion will be aiming for 
Town Meeting on Monday, June 22, with the election 
on Friday, June 26, but could go to Monday, June 29, if 
necessary. "That wouldn't create a problem. This year is 
one of the few times where that wouldn't be a problem," 
said McGrail. 

His second item for the April 28 meeting was 
Memorial Day (May 25), for which a celebration is being 
planned to feature a video montage including remote 
access interviews with veterans and marching bands 
performing remotely but woven together. The annual 
parade has been canceled. 

Third, Harbormaster Isaac Perry will join the 
Board of Health at its Tuesday, May 5 meeting to discuss 
the reopening of the town dock and has sought state-level 
guidance that will be used in concert with Marion-related 
issues to formalize a plan. 

Finally, the Town House will remain closed 
through May 18 in keeping with Governor Baker's 
extension of the stay-at-home advisory and closure of 
non-essential businesses that had been scheduled to 
expire on May 4. Meantime, McGrail is working with 
Cormier and Assistant Town Administrator Judy Mooney 
to get more staff into the building. 

McGrail had laid out a concept during the 
Board of Selectmen's April 23 meeting in which town 
officers would meet the public at a window, provide the 
requested service and then return to their offices. In any 
case, the wearing of facemasks would be required. 

"If we do this plan, we would build some sort of 
kiosk area with plexiglass in front of it. It'd be almost like 
going into a bank," said McGrail, who would welcome 
the extra time to prepare that the new May 18 state- 
closure date provides. 

Bill Saltonstall, a member of Marion's Energy 
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1 found a baby bird on the ground. 1 picked it up to see 
if it was ok, but now I've heard that I can't put it back 
in the nest because I touched it. What do I do? 

Leave it there! Coming into the summer months, 
baby birds fall out of or outgrow the nest before 
they can even fly. It is not true that the mother 
can smell the scent of a human and will not take 
it back. Birds have a relatively poor sense of 
smell and will not be able to tell if the baby has 
been handled. 

If the bird is starting to fly, the mother will be 
around to feed the baby. This is normal. The 
biggest threat is cats, so keep your indoors until 
the bird is gone.

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Management Committee who attended the April 28 Board 
of Selectmen meeting, gave a rundown on projects related 
to the Green Community Grant. 

Stressing the priority "to pick projects we could 
complete within this grant cycle and then go on for a 
(potential) third grant," Saltonstall summarized work 
on five sites: the Community Center (with kitchen and 
bathrooms the largest of Marion's Green Community 
Grant projects); the Music Hall (insulation in the area over 
the vestibule); the Library (energy savings on interior 
storm windows); Silvershell Sewage Pumping Station 
at the corner of Lewis Street (replacing the old, oil-fired 
furnace with a new, gas-fired model); and the Main Water 
Station (weatherization work and new furnace using 
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propane instead of oil). 

Town Planner Gil Hilario pointed out that all the 
furnaces in line for replacement are approximately 30 
years old. 

"We had expected a year ago that, with a grant 
this year, we might finish the LED lighting at Sippican 
School, and that's now been done under a different 
program," said Saltonstall. "We had to move on to find 
other things to fill the bill, and these seemed like the right 
ones to get done before the end of the year. 

"We couldn't tackle the big ones like the 
Wastewater Treatment Plant... It seems to take a lot of 
oil for the square footage, and tackling a project like that 
would take more time than we have this year." 

Hilario said the Wastewater Treatment Plant 
would require more research. "You can apply for $200,000 
(in Green Community grants). The Wastewater Treatment 
Plant is a huge user of oil, and we just weren't ready 
(to tackle such a project)," he said, adding that Green 
Community grants would not have worked out to fund 
Town House renovations. 

McGrail passed along comments made by Cape 
and Vineyard Electric Cooperative representative Liz 
Argo letting the board know how valuable Saltonstall has 
been to CVEC's board. 

In the Board of Selectmen's April 23 meeting, it 
became apparent Marion is ready to expand its use of 
video-conferencing technology to public hearings, not just 
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said Waterman. 

McGrail said he was working on a hybrid plan. 

"Make sure, if we have those public hearings, 
everyone - if they don't have a computer or access - 
somehow I want those people to be able to have ability to 
participate. That's my comment to this," said Chairperson 
Randy Parker. 

McGrail said the 30-second delay in transmission 
can make such a hearing "a little tricky, but not something 
we can't get through." 

Waterman said that residents without access to 
Zoom technology via computer or smartphone could call 
in on phone and watch the meeting on ORCTV. 

Argo attended the board's April 23 meeting 
on behalf of CVEC to discuss the contracts that Marion 
is entering into with it and with Distributed Solar 
Development (DSD) for what is hoped will become a 
profitable solar array atop the Benson Brook landfill. 

The attraction of DSD's bid over two others is 
a straight lease because Marion had already maximized 
what it could do on a metered arrangement. The 20-year 
lease agreement is expected to generate $125,000 per year 
for the town (see Energy Management Committee story in 
this edition). 

The interconnect with Eversource could prove too 
costly, but Marion maintains the right to back out of the 
deal. 

"We need to make sure it's not a net loss," said 
Waterman. "We just don't want to get surprised. We want 
to make sure we make money over the 20 years." 

Marion joined CVEC last year, joining in with a 
large number of towns represented by the organization. 

Argo expected it will take three weeks to get the 
first review. DSD would pay for an impact study that 
could take two months. Then Marion would know where 
it stands. Argo stressed that the agreement is carefully 
sculpted to allow termination if the numbers don't work 
for Marion. 

Hilario confirmed that the 1.5-kilowatt solar 
project will only exist on the flat, top part of the landfill. 

Argo said it's vital that Marion move quickly due 
to incentive categories designed to drop when there are 
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delays. 

The board accepted the intergovernmental service 
agreement with CVEC and authorized McGrail to sign the 
contracts with CVEC and the developer DSD. 

In other business, the Board of Selectmen also 
approved an engineering proposal from Vanasse Hangen 
Brustlin, Inc., which specializes in road projects. 

In its April 23 meeting, the board held a moment 
of silence in the memory of former Marion selectman 
Roger Blanchette, who passed away on March 29 at his 
home in North Port, Florida. 

The longtime Marion resident was chairman of 
the Zoning Board of Appeals for over a decade, served as 
Water /Sewer commissioner for four years and Parking 
Clerk for three years. He also served on Marion's Finance, 
Private Ways, Housing Partnership, Buzzards Bay Action 
and Housing Trust committees. He was an elected 
member of the Board of Selectmen and served for six 
years from 2006 to 2012. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for Thursday, April 30, at 3:00 pm. 

Timeline Proves Critical in Denial of COC 

Marion Conservation Commission

Marion Conservation Commission Vice Chair 
Shaun Walsh told Brandon Lebrun that the commission 
could not issue a Certificate of Compliance (COC) 
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for work being done at 20 Front Street during the 
commission's April 22 meeting via remote access. 

"A Certificate of Compliance is intended to certify 
that the work permitted by the order of conditions was 
completed in accordance with the order of conditions. It 
wasn't, not in a number of ways," said Walsh because of 
"so many deviations at that site from what was originally 
permitted." 

Lebrun, representing applicants Ted and 
Ann Severance, came on the scene after several snags 
were discovered and told ConCom he had hoped that 
the beautification work done on the site would have 
addressed an enforcement order. 

"I'm trying to find some lemonade in this lemon," 
said Lebrun, who had understood ConCom as having 
said it could live with an impervious driveway after an 
order of conditions granting an impervious driveway 
in accordance with what was originally proposed. "It 
probably did need an amendment. I guess a new Notice 
of Intent is what we're going to have to do." 

Walsh alluded to several deviations from the 
approved order of conditions, including the placement of 
boulders and a retaining wall not according to plan, and a 
path built through the no-build zone. 

"I'm going to assume the property owners did 
not present an order of conditions to their contractor. 
There were 13 conditions not complied with," said 
Walsh. "The contractors may have carried out a beautiful 


restoration of the wetlands, but there are numerous 
problems" with the (February 2018) order of conditions as 
granted. 

The real problem, said Walsh, was the expiration 
of the order of conditions. "Now we can't grant (a 
certificate of compliance)," he said. 

The property will either go without a COC or 
need a new Notice of Intent in keeping with the amended 
building plan. 

ConCom Chair Jeff Doubrava recognized that 
"the site has grown in well... it's the state's rule, not our 
rule." 

Walsh said he didn't have a problem with a 
pervious driveway, but he insisted that the permit must 
conform to the project or the project must conform to the 
permit. 

ConCom member Cynthia Callow recognized "a 
good job" by the contractor repairing the wetland, but 
agreed with the denial of a COC. 

"I think they need to go through the procedure 
correctly. This one was really bad," said Callow. 

Doubrava reviewed the file for amendment of 
the order of conditions and announced that the order of 
conditions is expired so ConCom needs a new Notice of 
Intent. 

Walsh moved to deny the COC, and ConCom 
unanimously agreed. 

An appointment with Mark Ross to discuss 
changes at 195C Converse Road ended with Marion 
ConCom recommending that the applicant file a request 
to amend the order of conditions. 

The applicant did not think such a filing should 
be necessary because, according to applicant Nick 
Dufresne, "essentially the project is exactly the same, only 
thing it's farther from the (wetland) area." 

The original plan intended to build an entire new 
house on stilts and had an order of conditions on file with 
Marion ConCom. According to John Markey, the attorney 
representing the applicant, three abutters spoke in favor 
and one opposed. The owner made concessions that were 
approved, the abutter appealed the decision and there 
was resulting litigation. After litigation with an abutting 
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neighbor, that disagreement was resolved. 

"She didn't want the building to be built this 
year (with her mother living with her), and for privacy 
reasons didn't want certain bushes cut down. (Adding) 
more steps is a cost that wasn't in their original budget," 
explained Markey. 

The current plan is to elevate the existing 
structure and add to it, with a net result of a slightly 
smaller structure having moved the footprint two feet 
farther away from the wetland (currently five feet from 
the wetland). 

It was unwelcome news that ConCom strongly 
recommended filing for an amendment to the order of 
conditions because significant concessions had been 
made to the order of conditions already granted. Even so, 
ConCom considered the changes to be far too drastic not 
to need an amendment. 

Walsh said that abutter notifications and public 
notice were necessary as prerequisites for the request 
of a certificate of compliance. "And it has to say the 
project meets the order of conditions, but without the 
amendment you will not have that compliance," he said. 
"Just accepting a revised plan of record does not show up 
on the registry of deeds." 

After discussing the possibility of consulting with 
town counsel, Markey indicated he will advise his client 
to file a request to amend the order of conditions. 

In other business, ConCom discussed a citizen's 
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complaint about work being done on the south side of 
675 Point Road regarding wetlands are at the property 
line. The owner told ConCom he is cleaning up the 
backyard and cutting down some trees. Walsh walked 
to the site and said work was being done in the buffer 
zone. ConCom recommended the property owner file a 
Request for Determination of Applicability (RDA) and get 
a determination. 

A request for a COC for trustee Camilla Matthews 
at 20 Cottage Lane was issued, despite no work because 
the project never began. The property instead is being 
sold. 

A three-year permit extension was granted to 
applicants William Murphy and Nancy Edmonds for their 
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property at 296 Delano Road, and a COC was issued to 
Christopher James Klapinsky at 41 East Avenue. 

ConCom has scratched its May 13 meeting but 
will convene on Wednesday, May 27. Marion will hold 
no public hearings until mid-June. There will also be a 
special ConCom meeting on Wednesday, June 3, to catch 
up on at least three public hearings. 


Construction Methods Questioned 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering, representing 
the members of Antassawamock Club, Inc., questioned 
construction methods when a Conservation Commission 
hearing for Sandy Toes Realty Trust, Scott and Elizabeth 
Snow trustees, was reopened on April 27. 

The application was first opened in February, 
at which time the applicant's representative was not 
available to explain the scope of the project, a new home 
planned on an existing foundation and elevated columns 
in a flood zone located at 27 Nashawena Road. At that 
meeting. Madden questioned the amount of fill planned 
for the site and concerns that the plans did not meet 
current FEMA standards. 

During the April 27 meeting. Rich Rheaume 
of Prime Engineering was present and explained that 
the foundation and building site had been previously 
permitted but the home was never constructed. Now the 
applicant was prepared to erect the home but wished to 
do so using drawings that were executed at that time but 
with minor modification to the amount of fill that would 
be brought into the site. 

Chairman Mike King said that he and the other 
members of the commission had reviewed the revised 
documents and concurred that the amount of fill planned 
would represent only 5-inches overall. They agreed that it 
was minimal. 

Madden also agreed that the fill volume as 
now planned did not represent a problem, but he 
voiced concerns that adjacent resources areas were not 
addressed, nor were issues related to the cutting of the 
concrete foundation and welding of rebar to the elevated 
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columns. "How does the structure comply to building in 
a velocity zone?" He said he had not seen documents that 
demonstrated the building itself was meeting standards. 

King responded, "Duly noted, Mr. Madden." 

But King went on to say that such concerns and 
questions were not within the scope of the Conservation 
Commission but instead were questions for the Building 
Department. 

When asked about the wetland resource areas 
that might be impacted by the construction, conservation 
agent Liz Leidhold said she had not been to the site in 
"some time." Rheaume noted that a previously permitted 
stonewall separated the building site from those 
jurisdictional areas. 

King asserted that the fill and grading were in 
compliance with FEMA standards, while also eliciting 
confirmation from Madden. He said that conditioning 
orders could include siltation controls to prevent soils 
from migrating into the wetlands. 

"In the interest of fairness to all parties," King 
asked Rheaume to continue the hearing to give the 
commission as well as the public sufficient time to review 
the modified plans and respond to any further issues. 
"We'll continue to address what Mr. Madden has raised 
and adequately respond... If no real issues arise, we 
should be able to write a concise order of conditions for 
the next meeting." The hearing was continued until May 
11 . 
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In other business, three emergency certifications 
were approved, one for a wheelchair lift at 8 Angelica 
Avenue, and two septic repairs to properties located at 
185 Acushnet Road and 14 Melissa Ann Lane. 

Also issued were Certificates of Compliance to 
Michael Huguenin, 40 Ocean Drive, and Andy Butler, 13 
Main Street. 

A negative determination of applicability was 
issued to Michael Esposito, 18 Ned's Point Road, for 
maintenance and repairs to a seawall and jetty. 

An NOI filed by the Town of Mattapoisett for 
roadway and drainage improvements was continued 
pending notification from the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection. 
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NOI filings by Whitman Homes, 38 Prince Snow 
Circle, and Stephen Coughlin, 40 Prince Snow Circle 
were both continued pending plans for protection of 
endangered species migrations. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for May 11 at 
6:30 pm; remote access details will be posted at www. 
mattapoisett.net. 

Braley Hill Solar Project Drainage Back to the 
Drawing Board 

Rochester Planning Board

Rochester's Planning Board opened a hearing 
for the Braley Hill Road North Star LLC. The proposed 
project is approximately 100-acres of which approximately 
40 will be developed for a solar array. The board 
heard from peer-review consultant Ken Motta of Field 
Engineering and Eric Las of Beals and Thomas, Inc., the 
applicant's representative during the April 28 meeting. 

At issue on this night were some 15-line items 
in two letters submitted by Motta as part of his review. 
Those issues dealt primary with the entrance roadway. 

Las said, "We have no objection with the peer 
review comments on this project." But given that this was 
the only feature on the site eliciting major comments. Las 
thought matters could be resolved. He also acknowledged 
that his team was aware of abutter concerns and that 
those were being taken into consideration in the design. 

Las said that the conceptual design for the 
entrance roadway included diverting stormwater runoff 
into a retention basin which would in effect, he said, 
result in less water on the site than is currently present 
during rain events. "We need to work through areas of 
concern with (Mr. Motta). We are trying to understand the 
broader implications of the basin, should we stick with 
that approach or come up with something different." 

Motta said, "This has to be reevaluated." He 
pointed to soil mappings which seemed to be in conflict 
with the site conditions. "There are limitations of the 
soils (in terms of drainage), and the abutter's septic are a 
concern... We have a workable situation, ideally reducing 
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the run-off. That's the way you have to approach this," he 
told Las, adding that the water calculations used for the 
current plan needed to be revisited. 

Planning Board member Gary Florindo voiced his 
concern that if stormwater overtopped the basin, it would 
spill onto Braley Hill Road, possibly creating a hazard to 
motorists, especially during the winter months. 

Returning to the abutters' septic systems, Motta 
reminded Las that separation might be a problem in the 
current design. "You may need to look further and see 
where water is going now," he said. 

Las responded, "Our design would result in less 
water, not more." But Motta said that test-pit data from 
2005 needed to be reviewed, even though Las said that 
data pointed to gravely sandy loam. He said more test 
pits would be dug in the coming days, prompting Motta 
to remind him that, ".. .those have to be witnessed by the 
Board of Health." Motta also said that groundwater levels 
had to be established. 

"We'll take a look at everything," Las confirmed. 

In other business, a continuance was requested 
and approved for Steen Realty and Development for a 
mixed-use, residential / commercial subdivision located 
at 22 Cranberry Highway. Rochester Town Planner Steve 
Starrett said that there had been discussions between 
legal teams for Seasons Market, located at the intersection 
of Routes 28 and 58, and Steen, reporting, "Things are 
moving along." 

The next remote meeting of the Rochester 
Planning Board is scheduled for Tuesday, May 12, at 7:00 
pm. 

Benson Brook Solar Array Not a Done Deal 

Marion Energy Management Committee

The contracts have been signed and Marion 
is committed to go forward on deals that, if the costs 
work out with Eversource, would result in a potentially 
profitable solar array atop the Benson Brook landfill. But 
the Marion Energy Management Committee intends on 
second-guessing the plan when the Board of Selectmen 
meet on Thursday, April 30. 

"This was originally sold to us as benefitting 
the town with solar... I feel like it's leaving this part of 
the project's design behind... I'd like to hear why this 
wasn't discussed. Why haven't we kept that in the track?" 
asked Committee member Jennifer Francis during the 
committee's April 27, remote access meeting. 

Liz Argo, participating in the meeting on behalf 
of Cape and Vineyard Electric Cooperative (CVEC), 
qualified her remarks by recognizing it as an "internal 
town discussion," but said the original plan was more 
expensive in terms of management and the lack of 
financial incentives. "It was looked at. I can go out on a 
limb as an outsider and say it was a financial decision," 
said Argo. 
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Marion joined CVEC last year for the purposes of 
expert facilitation of such a venture. 

Francis pointed out that, under the original 
concept, residents were going to be able to buy shares in 
solar power over a 10-year period and pay a reduced rate. 
"The town wasn't going to benefit as much as our budget 
for the town, but residents were going to benefit more. 
That's the story that we told at (2019) Town Meeting, and 
that's what we got approved," she said. "I understand 
now the payment to the town is not peanuts so it could be 
it's better to have this money going into the town coffers 
than going to the residents." 

Last week the Board of Selectmen authorized 
Town Administrator Jay McGrail to sign contracts with 
CVEC to manage the arrangement and with developer 
Distributed Solar Development. 

DSD was judged the best of three bids to build 
on the Benson Brooks landfill site because the company 
offered a straight lease, which suited Marion's financial 
portfolio. The nature of the contract directs the funds to 
go into town coffers rather than straight to residents. The 
new arrangement results in approximately $125,000 per 
year for Marion for the 20-year life of the contract. 

"I think from (Mr. McGrail)'s perspective, he was 
looking at the best deals and how much Marion would 
make... I know we did compare both options at one point, 
and the revenues on community solar was really, really 
low," said Town Planner Gil Hilario. 

The greater difference as it affects the lease now 
appears to be related to the timeline, as in the sooner 
Marion enters into agreement the better the potential 
financial windfall. This is due to what Argo called the 
"first-come, first-served" nature of market. 

According to Argo, back in December the project 
was in Block 3; now it's in Block 5. Due to the effect of 
the passage of time and the race to grab state-sponsored 
incentives, the 20-year lease agreed upon is down from 
$149,000 to $125,000. 

Adding to the complexity is the next stage in 
which a study will reveal the cost of interconnect with 
Eversource. If Marion finds that price too high, it can back 
out of the whole deal.

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Committee Member Christian Ingerslev noted 
that towns are starting to put solar panels on reservoirs. 

Argo discouraged the idea for Marion. 
"Environmentalists are concerned because now you're 
cutting off the sunlight," she said. "It wouldn't help 
Marion because you're not being challenged to develop 
solar (energy); you're challenged (as to how) to use it." 

Argo reminded the committee that all 
conversations need to happen sooner rather than later, as 
any delays erode the financial incentives. 

Originally conceived for the purpose of bringing 
wind power turbines to the town to save money on 
electricity, Marion's Energy Management Committee now 
deals with multiple, alternative-energy sources in both 
the private and public sectors. In this case, the committee 
is advocating for the citizens and would like to hear from 
McGrail himself on the matter. 

Committee Chairman David Pierce thinks it 
would be best to "put our 10 cents into the discussion. 

I think it would be helpful. This is not a done deal even 
though the contract has been signed," he said. 

After Hilario gave a Green Communities Update 
(see Marion Board of Selectmen story). Committee 
member Bill Saltonstall updated the group on the Mass 
Energy Insight program, noting that while LED lights 
had been installed and were working on South Street and 
Ryder Lane, Eversource was still charging Marion for 
high-pressure sodium lamps. 

The goal in the program has been to save 25 
percent in a five-year period, but there is only a two 
percent savings so far. "I'm trying to chase them... (it's) 
still a work in progress," said Saltonstall. 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for June 8.

Mike Hickey; and committee member Bill Cantor. 

The big line item on the agenda was the awarding 
of the general contract bid to Rubicon Builders of 
Mansfield. Fors described the review process employed 
in moving Rubicon to the head of the line after evaluating 
eight bids. He said, "...we reference-checked past jobs, 
called multiple private jobs (and) checked with owners 
and architects." Logan said, "The majority were very high 
on their work and the owners' engagement on jobs." 

Hickey noted in a follow-up that there had been 
concerns that on-site management had changed, which 
didn't allow for the level of continuity the committee 
wanted. "We were assured personnel changes would not 
be a problem... there were no performance concerns from 
the references," he said. 

During the conference call, Hickey stated, 
"Recommendations and reference checks tell the 
bigger story." Gagne concurred, saying the report from 
Vertex had been "thorough." Logan added that a pre¬ 
construction meeting would address any lingering 
concerns.

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Campfire Tale

Friday the 13th (1980). Starring Betsy Palmer and Kevin 
Bacon. Directed by Sean Cunningham. Running time: 

90 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now streaming on Amazon 
Prime. 

Forty years later, Sean S. Cunningham's original 
Friday the 13th — which opened May 9,1980 — looks ... 
almost innocent. It doesn't have the merciless style of 
Halloween, or the gnashing sadism of Last House on the 
Left, or the sweaty lunacy of Texas Chainsaw Massacre. It's 
a cash grab, with no particular vision, and if not for Tom 
Savini's gore effects — which scandalized so many critics 
but play relatively tame today — we'd be looking at a 
made-for-TV movie, a piece of anonymous hackwork. 

Still, there's something there. Partly it's the 
energy of the young cast, who all seem thrilled to be in a 
movie. (This wasn't Kevin Bacon's film debut, but it was 
his first substantial role.) Partly it's the moronic, sub -And 
Then There Were None purity of the script. And partly it's 
because it seems to tap into something elemental — the 
campfire tale, the cautionary tale about teens who got 
drunk and high and laid and dead. Friday the 13th was not 
the first film to use the have-sex-and-die formula, but it 
sure patented it. 

John Carpenter has argued that the reason sex 
equals death in Halloween is that if you're making out, 
you're distracted from impending danger. In Friday 
the 13th, on the other hand, the equation is very much 
moralistic. The whole saga, after all, begins when camp 
counselors back in 1958 are too busy having sex to save 
young Jason Voorhees from drowning. Sex, for teenagers, 
is all-consuming and wrapped up in countless fears. It's 
terrifying and annihilating enough without a vengeful 
stalker looming over you with a machete. And then 
there's the actual identity of the killer, who — spoiler 
here, though I'm guessing if you've read this far you've 
seen the movie — is like someone's mom or grandma. 
(Jason himself would not become the masked fiend until 
the first sequel.) 

Everyone loves Savini's blood gags. But DVD's 
clarity shows you the seams, spoils the trick. I think Kevin 
Bacon's death by arrow through the neck runs a little 
longer in the uncut version, and the added lingering does 
the makeup no favors. Savini had to jerry-rig a lot of this 
stuff, and the budget was not enormous. Somehow the 
effects add to the handmade, amiably average flavor of 
the piece. Maybe it's just that Sean Cunningham didn't 


know how to shoot effects 
sequences. Or much else. 

The shots are competently 
framed (by Barry Abrams) 
but will make no one 
forget the work of Dean 
Cundey on Halloween 
(murder in the blue 
morgue) or Daniel Pearl 
on Chainsaw (hell at magic hour). 

The kids are interchangeable except Alice 
(Adrienne King), who seems a little older and more 
mature; she also had something going with the camp 
manager. Alice doesn't really want to be there, working 
alongside her ex, but she has more experience than the 
incoming kids do, and she's kind of like a den mother, 
or den older sister. She can kick back and smoke a spliff, 
but she wouldn't have let Jason drown. Which makes her 
final showdown with Mrs. Voorhees (Betsy Palmer) all the 
more appropriate. Alice stands for balance between horny 
teenagers and the grown-up world. 

Other than this sort of English 201 reading, there's 
not a lot going on in Friday the 13th. The closest thing to a 
subplot is the dorky camp manager trying to get back to 
Camp Crystal Lake in a thunderstorm. Everything else is 
set 'em up, knock 'em down. Again, moronic purity. The 
only thrill is the variations in murder, and if you haven't 
seen the film in a while, or if your memories of it have 
merged with your memories of the later films, you may 
be remembering more inventive gore than there actually 
is. What was notable at the time, in an R-rated movie, 
was the camera's unflinching gaze at one or two bits of 
butchery; the other murders are either rote stabbings 
beneath the camera frame or take place between scenes. 
One character wanders into a cabin, and the next time we 
see him he's stuck to a wall by several arrows. We're not 
used to people dying offscreen in what's supposed to be a 
go-for-broke slasher flick. 

The whole series is a kind of shabby epic of 
retributive pain, an After School Special on the perils of 
drugs and sex done up in a way that teens would actually 
respond to. Is it a nostalgia trip? Partially. It hasn't aged 
well; its non-style renders it pretty sedate these days, 
although I still prefer being able to see what's going on 
to today's smash-and-grab editing. Of the early slashers 
(I don't really consider Halloween a slasher), I prefer The 
Burning, which has layers of perversity and genuine rage, 
and much better Savini effects to boot. Ultimately, Friday 
the 13th isn't good enough to stand with its betters, and 
not bad enough to be a beer-and-pizza hoot like the many 
Canadian-tax-shelter slashers that followed in its wake. 

It's average, bland, more memorable for what it started 
than for what it is. 
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that would leave about a 10 percent contingency for all 
the other must-have items for the new station to be fully 
operational. 

Regarding the fire station flooring, Hickey 
explained that a heated floor would allow water 
to evaporate more quickly, adding longevity to the 
flooring material as well as drying the undercarriage of 
the vehicles which also helped to prevent rusting, not 
radiate heating for the room.

Hickey noted that at the April 16 meeting of 
the Board of Selectmen they voted to give bid-contract, 
signing authorization to Lorenco after receipt of a letter of 
intent to award the contract that the town administrator 
will author. 

Moving on to the issue of new traffic-signal 
placement on County Road, the final design has been 
received to date but concepts, Hickey said, were being 
drafted and reviewed. Also pending was the placement 
of a new crosswalk. Hickey said that the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation had not permitted new 
curb cuts along County Road but had confirmed that site 
work could begin in advance of official permitting. 

Bobola asked that a set of as-built construction 
drawings be forwarded to his office once available. 

Hickey told the assembled that an independent 
commissioning agent charged with the responsibility

of reviewing all mechanical and electrical aspects of the 
project would also be hired. Those bid estimates were not 
yet available, however. 

There was some discussion regarding the 
installation of video cameras for security and archival 
purposes. King would look into what was currently 
available from the Police Station and work with Murray 
to seek out other options. Murray thought it would be 
advantageous to document the construction project in this 


manner.

Barnes may have been responsible 
for the Queen Anne porch additions to this house and to 
the one at 681 Mill Street. Barnes's widow lived here until 
at least 1916.
